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TWO VIEWS OF WILLIAM. 


CLEMENCEAU AND ROCHEFORT ON 
GERMAN PMPEROR’S ADVANCES. 


Former Journalist Favors a Resolu- 
tion of Friendship Between France 
and Germany and Sees No Obstacle 
in the Way—The Latter Savagely 
‘Denounces Loubet and Wants the 
Empire Ghastised—Preparing to 
Publish Victor Hugo’s Love Letters. 


[SPECIAL CABLE To THE NEW YORK JOURNAL AND 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.,} 

Paris, July 15.—Messrs. Georges Clemen- 
ceau and Henrt Rochefort represent strong- 
ly the two sections of French opinion re- 
garding the significance of the German Em- 
peror’s obvious advances toward friendship 
with France. Clemenceau of the Aurore 
and De Pressense of the Temps are two 
French journalists who of all others have 
done most by their pens to bring about jus- 
tice for Dreyfus. 

Speaking of the bearing of the Kaiser's 


movement, its possible effect upon French 


politics, and kindred’ subjects, Clemenceau 
sald: 

The German Emperor, like all other se- 
rious rulers, desires in the first instance 
to advance the interests of his own coun- 
try. He shows a willingness that French in- 
terests Iikewise be promoted wherever they 
are common with those of Germany. The 
bearing of the Emperor’s movement toward 
France is three-fold. 

First, he wishes to intimate to England 
that a rapprochement between Germany and 


France is possible under given conditions 


and might easily be brought about. 

Second, he is now working strongly to 
increase German commerce. Latterly he 
has given a great deal of attention to this 
subject. 

“ Thirdly, he desires much to visit the in- 
ternational exhibition, as well because of 
contingencies as because he likes to Re in 
‘evidence on all great occasions. 


He calls France a noble country. | I 


agree with him. Any country where mis- 
justice can be rectified in spite of military 
caste and rascalities involving radical prej- 
udices is a noble country. 


„How far the German Emperor's present 


attitude will influence French politics de- 
pends upon what he has to offer. 
Is now in a mood to listen. Alsace-Lorraine 
need not be made a stumbling block to com- 
mercial and national advancement. I don’t 
eee what useful purpose can be served by 
Keeping up bad blood. 


“ We've not gone to Germany to beg ner 


friendship. Germany comes to us. We have 
not gained much by our alliance with Rus- 
sia. The advantage has all been on one 
side. At any rate, with an international ex- 
hibition staring us in the face, with certain 
domestic problems clamoring to be solved, 
France would do well to cultivate the arts 
of peace for awhile. Let Germany make her 
proposition. Then it will be for Franoe to 
decide whether an alliance with the Kaiser 


is more Advaitageous than one wih’ the 
Czar.” 


Rochefort on Emperor’s Attitude. 
Henri Rochefort discussed today the po- 
tical bearing of Emperor William's ad- 
vances to France. His denunciation of 
President Loubet, whom he calls King Pan- 


amaist, was a scathing piece of invective, 


He said: “If Loubet were a Frenchman 
instead of a man without a country France 
would have been spared the humiliation of 
having to listen to Judas-like praise from 
her mortal enemy. The Emperor of Ger- 
many has no love for France. He has no 
love: for anything save his own inordinate 
‘ambition. 

This rapacious war lord would like to be 
King of France, as well as Emperor of Ger- 
many. n he makes apparent advances 
t that he loves this country, but 
it is to annoy England. He knows how to 
profit by the Fashoda incidént, and cares 
as little for France as for Oom Paul, his ob- 
ject being to use both for German ag- 
grandizement in Africa. | 

All this flirting with France has been 
carefully arranged. Germany’s ruler saw 
his opportunity when, in an evil hour, Lou- 
bet was elected President. William at once 
set his embassy to work to ascertain how 
he might safely pay an empty compliment 
to France. 

Ik he really beHeves F'ragvce to bea noble 
country then let him restore our lost prov- 


tmoes. A noble country ts able to take care 


of her own. Germeny hasn't given liberty 
to Alsace-Lorraine, and expdnsion which 
doest/t carry liberty with it is a hurtful 
extension of power, which is abhorred by 
all homest mem. France cannot condone 
robbery nor forget the past, . 
mestic quarrels. 

Our nation is rich: 
We've a well drilled standing army of 800. 
000 men and could put 3,000,000 tained sol- 
diers in the field in short notice.

GROWTH OF A MANUFACTURING DIS- 
TRICT ON THE WEST SIDE. 


Gradual Conversion of Territory Be- 
_ tween the River and Halsted Street 
Tenement Houses Giving Way to 
Business Blocks—Statistfes of Trans- 

fers in Leading Cities During June— 
_ Building for the First Half of 
the Year. 


The district lying between the Chicago 
River and Halsted street on the West Side, 
running as far south as Twelfth street. Is 
gradually being converted into a manufac- 
turing center. For several years a move- 
ment has been under way which had for its 
purpose the improvement of that territory. 
and substantial results are now being shown. 

Much of this tract has been in the past and 
still remains the abode of cheap tenement 
houses. The property has not been desira- 
ble for strictly residence purposes, and in the 
absence of manufacturing and business pos- 
sibilities has been appropriated largely by 


-- tenement houses and other cheap grades of 


buildings. These are slowly being weeded 
out to make room for better structures. 

Several of the large industries located on 
the West Side in this district have recently 
made large additions to their present plants, 
notably the Western Electric company, 
which is making extensive improvements in 
Its property. These improvements are of a 
permanent character, and are doing much to 
develop the region. Besides the buildings 
’ which have already been erected a number 
+ of others are in contemplation. Joseph 
Downey is about to build one structure on a 
corner lot he owns, and is considering the 

“construction of another. There is also a 
project for a large building on a Jackson, 
boulevard corner, which the promoters hope 
to put through during the coming season. 
Plans for this structure have already Leen 
made, but no work is being done pending the 
Close of the syndicate’s financial arrange- 
ments. 


Furnish Electric Power. 


An electric company has begun to lay 
underground wires in the streets of the dis- 
- trict for the purpose of supplying small 
‘manufacturing shops with electricity for 
power. Several factories now located in the 
neighborhood have been crowded with work 
and a reconstruction of their engine and 
boiler shops was deemed a necessity until 
pany laid its underground 
wires, obviating the need of building. 

On some of the north and south streets 
desirable sites can no longer be obtained, and 
the recent activity in all branches of indus- 
try has resulted in the leasing of many 

floors which had previously been unoccupied 
Tor years. The center of the manufacturing 
Aistriot is bounded by the river and Halsted 
street on the east and west and Lake and 
Polk streets on the north and south. It ex- 
tends, however, on different streets, to sev- 
eral blocks beyond this territory. On the 
north the district may be found as far as 
Fulton street and some streets are devoted 
largely to manufacturing to Twelfth street 
on the Huth. Halsted street practically 
~ confines the district on the west, although 
there. 1 considerable activity several blocks

In Mexico It Would Be as Silly as for 


Man to Start Ice Trust 
at the Pole | 

“This talk about starting a cigaret trust 
in old Mexico strikes me as being rather 
a good joke, said an experienced tobacco 
man, I would as soon think of starting 
an ice trust at the north pole and trying 
to corner the inside supply. It is true every- 
body smokes cigarets in Mexico, but with 
few exceptions they make them themselves. 
The aristocrats affect fancy. brands, mostly 
Turkish and Egyptian, but the masses use 
coarse granulated tobacco, and either brown 


paper or corn husk. It requires a great deal 


of skill to roll a cigaret & la Mexicana, and 
I've watched the natives do it many a time 
without being able to imitate the perform 
ance. The average Mexican, from peon lo 
upper middie class, carries a handful of 
granulated tobacco wrapped up in a piece of 
reg or the corner of a handkerchief.

NEW YORK RESERVE BUILT UP.

SALARIES PAID TO MINISTERS. 


Smaller than Would Be Accepted by 
Well-Educated Men in Other 
| Occupations | 


From information derived from us 
sources it appears that the ministers in the 
various leading denominations—as the Pres- 
byterian, Methodist, Congregationalist, and 
so on—receive, on an average, about $1,100 
per year. This is misleading in a sense as 
to the average salary of the man who be- 
longs to the larger body of the preaching 
force of the country. The average salary of 
the class of ministers in the smaller cities 
and towns would probably not exceed $800 
per year, while the average salary of the 
class preaching in large city pulpits would 
be much higher. 

Dr. H. K. Carroll, who superintended the 
church statistics of the last national census, 
puts the general average of the Methodist 
ministers, for instance, at §847—lower than 
it should be as representative of the salaries 
of this church in the Northern States, on ac- 


count of the prevailing small salaries in the 


South, where the average falls to $500. The 


Presbyterian Church, according to his fi 


ures, pays its ministers from $1,000 to $1,200; 


the Congregational church an average of 
61.047. Dr. Carroll says that many a 


well educated minister must content himself 


with a salary of 6300 per year, barely suffi- 
clent for the most pressing necessities of his 
family, with no margin for the education of 
his children.—Baltimore American.

ory of gases, whish shows that gases are composed of an infinite number of 


most minute particles, which are in constant motion. To James Clark 


Maxwell tho world is indebted for this discovery. Third—The establishment 
of the theory of evolution, especially of organic evolution. Darwin, Wal- 
lace, Spencer, Huxley, and Tyndall all contributed largely te this work, 
which presents a glorious cosmic panorama embracing all things. 

Many discoveries have been made in regard to light. The velooity of 
Nght was directly measured in 1849 by Fizeau and in 1850 by Foucault, who 
determined that light travels at the rate of from 186,000 to 187,000 miles a 
pecond; it has been discovered that color is due to light, and that Mght is 
caused by vibrations of luminiferous ether. An invaluable aid to the study 
of light and color is spectrum analysis, made possible by the spectroscope, 
which is one of the most astonishing achievements of the age. By its use 
@cientists penetrate the most distant depths of space and learn the nature 
of substances which enter into the composition of far-away planets and 
suns. Many experiments, extending over much time, prepared the way for 
the spectroscope, which was finally produced in 1859 by Kirchoff and Bunsen, 
and now the schemistry and physics of the heavenly bodies are being studied 
essiduously, The large and powerful telescopes of today have done much 
to increase the number of stars known to the astronomer, but a brand new 
application of light, photography, has done even more for the sensitive 
plate, which, when exposed to the heavens, marks the existence of stars 
beyond the vision of the most far-seeing telescope. 

The foundations of modern chemistry were laid in the latter . of the 
eighteenth century by Black, Cavendish, Priestley, and Lavosier, and at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century chemistry was the most popular sci- 
ence all over Europe.

them the same educational advantages as men and opening to them the 
difficult pathways of the learned professions; it has founded schools for the 
deaf and dumb, the blind, and the feeble-minded; it has discovered that in- 
sanity is disease and not possession by the devil, and has done away with 
the torture and punishment which’ were formerly considered the proper 
treatment for the insane. Its hospitals stand ready to receive the ill or 
injured, whether rich or poor. These hospitals are constructed and conduct-

Owing to the cheapness of production and transportation such things as tea, 
coffee, wheat bread, silk ribbons, saws, clocks, stoves, kitchen ranges, pins, 
and buttons, which were formerly luxuries even for the wealthy, are now 
considered necessaries by all but the most poor. |

and these remarkable changes have come about within the last fifty years. 
Not until 1857 was the first seagoing ironclad launched. This was La 
Glorie, built by Dupuy de Lome. In 1862 the Monitor and the Merrimac 
demonstrated to an astonished world the value of the ironclad. After the 
triumph of the Yankee cheese-box the navies of the United States and of 
foreign powers banished their wooden men-of-war and began to construct 
ironclads. That frightful engine of destruction, the torpedo, had its begin- 
ning in 1846, when guncotton was first produced. Years afterward a way 
was found for utilizing this horrible explosive in naval warfare. The torpedo 
boat equipped with deadly torpedoes furnishes another way of using this 
awful instrument of war. 

The builder of armor plate for war vessels seeks to make plates which the 
flercest projectile cannot pierce,and the projectile maker forthwith produces 
a stronger projectile. The shell of today will travel a mile in a second with 
such tremendous force that if it come near a man it will kill him without 
having touched him. 

. In the army as well as in the navy tremendous changes have been re- 
cently made. The rapid-fire machine guns, Maxim guns which can discharge 
775 shots in a minute, smokeless powder, guncotton, dynamite, the heliograph 


for signaling, the balloon for spying, and bicycle corps are some of the |

In spite of its terrible weapons and explosives, warfare is much less cruel 
than it used to be. The laws of war,“ subscribed to by civilized nations, 
forbid the use of weapons which inflict unnecessary pain, prohibit the killing 
of the enemy by treachery or by poison, insist on the humane treatment of 
prisoners, and forbid the killing of those of the enemy who have surrendered. 
Before the bombardment of a city notice of such bombardment must be given 
in order that women and children and other noncombatants may seek places 
of safety; no unfortified place may be besieged; and on invading a country 
there must be no wanton destruction of property, no unnecessary pillage, 
the honor of the inhabitants must be respected, and so must their religion.

Danci, there are more painters and sculptors today, and their work shows 
a higher average. Landscape painting was revived, and ornate decoration 
was developed early in the century, to be followed by plain and simple 
style. With all of the action and reaction from realism to impressionism 
there has been no distinctive style in art developed, for art has become more 
complex. The popularization of art Has been a noteworthy achievement, 
for, while paintings and sculpture once were owned by only the rich, today 
creditable specimens of art are within the reach of almost any one, while 
the development of industry has brought forth processes that plage oer of - 
the work of the greatest before even the poorest citizens, 

In music the century has achieved much, in which the Germans have led. 
Beethoven gave a new character to instrumental music, displaying the ut- 
most boldness and richness of imagination in his symphonies. Schubert's 
ballads and songs and Weber’s many works seem to be immortal. Schumann 
founded a new school in defiance of the older masters. Wagner's genius 
gave original expression, creating a school that has won him, in the estima- 
tion of many, a place as the greatest of musicians. From Italy have come 
magnificent operas composed by Cherubini, Rossini, and Verdi, that have. 
furnished the best medium for such wonderful voices as those of Neilson, 
Patti, Melba, and Calvé. Gounod's Faust is a child of the century. Music 
has found expressjon in every country; and Liszt; the Hungarian, and 
Chopin, the Pole, have added magnificent works to the long list. 

Changes have been made in the geography of the world. The map has 
been changed. Africa, whose shores only were known in earlier days, has 
been penetrated by daring explorers, while Europe has divided the continent 
as her spoil. Asia has awakened from the long lethargy in which she had 
sunk; England and Russia have tripled and quadrupled their possessions 
in the Orient, while other nations have secured a share of the plunder. 

merica has seen Spain’s rule banished forever, and new republics have 
arisen to take their place in the families of nations. The United States, 
which occupied but a fringe of land. on the Atlantic coast of North Amer- 
ica, has extended her boundaries to the other great ocean. Even in Europe 
startling changes have been made. Three hundred German governments 
na ve béen Ceniéht@d into one, and Italy has been united.

The greatest achievements in the field of 
scientific research are those which have 
established the correlation of forces and 
revealed to us many of the secrets in re- 
gard to the constitution of matter. The 
term “ correlation of forces Is intended to 
iriclude the convertibility of one form of 
force into another, as of heat into motion, 
electricity into magnetism, and vice versa. 
Of course, the study of these things has in- 
creased our ability to watch understanding- 
ly many of the operations of those forces, 
and thus become acquainted in detall as 
well as more generally with the way in 
which matter changes its form and appar- 
ent qualities under their influence. 

One of the first steps in this direction 
fairly may be claimed to have been taken 
by our own Franklin, who, near the middle 
of the last century, showed others how, be- 
fore he did it himself, to draw lightning 
from the clouds, identified it with frictional 
electricity, and turned his newly gained 
knowledge to practical account by suggest- 
ing the use of lightning rods. It is true 
that both Bacon (in his Novum Organum) 
and Locke had previously intimated their 
belief that heat and motfon are intercon- 
vertible, but their brief statements on the 
topic do not seem to have attracted atten- 


tion, much less acceptance among think- ; 


ing men. Apart from these glimmerings 


of light the world was in utter darkness on 


the subject till Count Rumford, also an 
American (born in Woburn, Mass.), pub- 
lished the results of his study of the phe- 
nomena attending the boring of cannon ag 
the arsenal in Munich in 1798-98. He rea- 
soned that the heat which resulted from 
friction in the boring process could not be 
accounted for on the then current hypothe- 
gis that heat is a material fluid which is 
latent in the metal and was set free by the 
condensation of friction. He concluded 
from subsequent experiments that the heat 
was caused by friction and was greater in 
proportion to the power expended in caus- 
ing the friction, and, therefore, that the 
heat must be a motlon communicated to 
In the paper in which 
he detailed the results of these experiments 
he asks, IS there any such thing as an 
igneous fluid? Is there anything that with 
propriety can be called caloric?” Scientific 
men gradually accepted his work es giving 
an indubitable answer jin the negative to 
these questions, and about half a century 
later Dr. Joule of Manchester, England. 
established experimentally the fact that the 
force required to increase by one degree 
Fahrenheit the heat.of one pound of water 
is equal to that required to raise a weight 
of one pound to a height of 772 feet. 

The fact that there is some connection be- 
tween electricity and magnetiem was known 
as early as the days of Franklin, who mag- 
netized darning needles by passing electric | 
currents along them. A little later Volta 
constructed his electrophorus, which con-

pile, which has made his name immortal. 
But it is only eighty years since Oersted 
of Copenhagen showed that when a wire

the wire. Following this Ampere estab- 
lished it as a fact that currents moving in 
the same direction attract, and those mov- 
ing in opposite directions repel each other. 
Also he deduced the hypothesis that the 
magnetism of a bar of steel consists in cur- 
rents of electricity revolving at right angles 
to the length of the bar around each par- 
ticle of the metal, the resultant of which 
would be a current around the circumfer- 
ence of the bar. As a result of work like 
this, by these and other laborers in the 
field, Professor Grove was able to announce 
in 1842, in a lecture before the London In- 
that light, heat, electricity, 
magnetism, motion, and chemical affinity 
are all convertible material affections.

day. We pow are able to regard the force

of attraction (gravitation) as the probable 
first material cause of all these forces and 
can compute that the heat due to the falling 
together of all the particles of matter of 
which the sun is composed is equal to not 
much less than 80,000,000 Fahrenheit de- 
grees for the whole mass. Sir William 
Thompson, now Lord Kelvin, is authorify 
for the estimate that the heat given out 
per hour by each square yard of the sun's 
surface is equal to that obtainable from 
the combustion of 13,500 pounds of coal and 
gives a force equivalent to 63,000 ho 
power. From this it may be computed that 
the total of heat radiated each hour from 
the solar surface would be sufficient to 
raise from the freezing to the boiling point 
700,000,000, 000 cubic miles of water. Hence 
the solar heat has been enormously dissi- 
pated and now must be vastly less than the 
maximum stated above. Immense stores of 
force will be available for mechanical uses 
on this earth by the men and women of the 
futuré who will be wise enough to effect 
the conversion. 

Previous to the work of Count Rumford 
it generally was supposed that force is de- 
stroyed in the using, though the contrary 
is logically deducible from the Newtonian 
axiom that action and reaction are equal. 
It now is known that when one form of 
force disappears the same amount of force 
exists in some other form, as the arrested 
motion of a mass of matter becomes a mo- 
tion of its constituent particles or molecules, 
and reappears as an increase of tempera- 


ture. From this it is assumed to be amom- 
atie that force, like matter, is indestructible, 
its quantity always remaining the same, 


The wise men of former ages knew of the. 
existence of several of the metals, and uti- 
lized some of them, but they held that these 
and all other substances were compounded 
of or from their four elements—fire, air, 
carth, and water. From this followed the 
notion, which appears to have been enter- 
tain as much as 1,500 years ago, that 
these could be artificially dissociated and re- 
combined, so that the base metals, such as 
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lead and iton, could be transmuted info 
gold and silver. Four centuries later this 
theory was formulated on a seemingly scien- 


’ tifle basis, and then for some hundreds of 


years the alchemists labored to effect the 
conversion and discover the philosophers’ 
stone,“ by which they hoped to work the 
transformation, as well as to prolong human 
life indefinitely. The radical error in the 
search was simply one of misdirection. It 
lay in supposing inconvertibility to be an 


» attribute of ponderable elements, instead of 


impondérable forces. Similarly, the phlo- 
giston theory, advanced by Stahl, some 200 


years ago, and which was abandoned as a 


direct consequence of the discoveries by 
Count Rumford, may be spoken of as a first 
approximation to the truth that a mass 
burns only when it contains material that 
will combine with oxygen on a suffictent 
elevation of the temperature. Both Caven- 
dish and Priestley called oxygen ‘“‘d@phiogis- 
ticated water.“ Priestley appears to have 
been the first to observe, about the begin- 
ning ot this century, that oxygen is given 
off by growing plants, and thus he laid the 
foundation or our present extensive 
knowledge of the chemistry of vegetable 
and animal life. It was but a few years 
before this, after the discovery of oxygen 
by Priestley, that Lavoisier studied the 
composition of acids, prepared water by the 
synthetic process, and accepted the sugges- 
tion of De Morveau to adopt a systematic 
chemical nomenclature, so that the name 
of a Substance would convey an idea as to 
its composition. Dalton formulated his 
atomic theory in 1808, according to which 
the different elements are compounded of 
homogeneous atoms, discovered the law of 
multiple proportions, and investigated the 
expansion of gases, this including the im- 
portant industrial topic, the elasticity of 
steam. Then Gay-Lussac gave us the law 
of combining volumes, and proved in con- 
junction with Humboldt that one volume 
of oxygen combines with two volumes of 
hydrogen to form water. 

The connection of electrical action (gal- 
vanic) and chemical affinity, was first 
studied in this century, though when it was 
taken up by Bersellus and Hisinger in 1802 
it had previously been known that water 
could be decomposed by the galvanic cur- 
rent. Sir Humphry Davy did a vast 
amount of work in chemical analysis, show- 
ing for the first time that oxygen is not the 
only acidifying substance, and also first 
suggested that electrical and chemical af- 
finity are only different expressions for one 
and the same force, an idea that was widely 
extended by Faraday. He took the initiative 
in the liquefaction of gases, and discovered 
the law of isomorphism. The work of Liebig 
in the analyzing of organic substances, and 
in laying the foundations of agricultural 
chemistry ought not to be passed by without 
mention, nor that of his coworker, Wohler, 
whose preparation of urea from inorganic 
substances, in 1828, was the first successful 
effort to form organic compounds from their 
inorganic elements. ; 

Such were the beginnings of modern chem- 
istry. It would be idle to attempt to state, 
even within the limits of a long article, 
the advances which have been made in 
the science during the succeeding years 
of the century. Only those few who are 
familiar with the facts of chemistry, in 
the vast range of the knowledge of the day, 


can appreciate the number and length of 


the tremendous strides that have been taken 


in the last hundred years, during which 


time the list of chemical elements has been 
extended to more than eighty, fully half 
of which have been found on the sun as 
well as on the earth, and of known com- 
pounds to a number so great that it would 
be in vain to try to state it. | 

In synthetic chemistry wonders have been 

. ished. One of the most striking of 
such marvels is the production of beautiful 
dye stuffs from coal tar, the refuse of the 
gas retort. 

The discovery of the constitution of mat- 
ter is justly regarded as one of the supreme 
achievements of the century. The ultimate 
particles of which matter is composed are 
exceedingly small, though not infinitely so. 
The diameter of one of them may be con- 
sidered to be certainly not more than the 
ten millionth part of an inch, and probably 
well towards only one-tenth of that exceed- 
ingly small dimension. Each of the more 
than seventy kinds of these particles, called 
elementary atoms, has a weight or specific 


gravity which differs m that of all the 


other Kinds, and a différent heat capacity. 
They all are in a state of incessantly rapid 
motion, even when they form part of a 
“solid” mass, the rate of which varies 
with the atomic wéight, and also with the 
temperature. It is computed that at tem- 
peratures which are ordinary with us the 
atom of free hydrogen moves at the rate 
of fully one mile per second, and in that 
short space of time performs not less than 
fifty thousand vibrations. In conséquence 
of this rapidity of movement we cannot 
hope ever to see an atom, even if the micro- 
scope should be at some future time per- 
fected to many times the highest magnify- 
ing power yet attained, and we can judge 
of the character of the atom only by infer- 
ence. The theory of Helmholtz, which 
seems to be the most probable, is that the 
atom is simply a whorl in an ether which 
pervades all known space, and which must 
be supposed to be a perfectly elastic entity, 
which roughly may be likened to a jelly, 
though having no weight, and being in reali- 
ty the only imponderable substance in 
nature—if we are justified in speaking of 
it at all as a substance. This ether is the 
medium which transmits, or through which 
are transmitted, vibrations from the con- 
stituent particles of one mass to those of 
another. It ie due to Sir Isaac Newton, as 
well as to the history of a century preceding 
the present one, to state that his writings 
show that he perceived the necessity of be- 
eving in the existence of some medium per- 
vading space, but the formation of well de- 
fined ideas in regard to its character dates 
from. a period much later than the days of 
the man who wrote the Principia. 

Two or more atoms combine to form a 
molecule, and perhaps a molecule is the 
smatiest division of matter of the behavior 
‘which we have the right to speak as 
hough we know something definite. If 
this de the case, then we may say that the 
molecules of one element consisting of 
atoms. differently grouped exhibit diverse 
properties, as in the instances of oxygen and 
ozone, the diamond and charcoal; also that 
the molecules of different elements combine 
to form;most of the substances with which 
we are. familiar, from the combination of 
oxygen and hydrogen to form water up to 
some of ‘the organic molecules which con- 
tain several hundred elementary molecules, 
while a few of the substances known to ts, 
such as gold and silver, are simple elements. 

The eurrent history of nature may be de- 
‘fined as an incessant play of combination 
and dissociation between molecules of dit- 


ferent orders, with the attendant results; 
and these changes involve variations of tem- 


perature and rate of vibration. Such varia- 
tions seem to be a necessary accompaniment 
of all chemical action, if not the cause of it, 
and the key to the whole series of such ac- 
tions undoubtedly is to be found in the fact 
that each particular affinity has its own lim- 
its of temperature, outside of which it does

not act. Within them the vibrations of the 


different sets.of molecules ft into each 
other, as the musical vibrations for certain

viously stated, and there is to 
believe that it Ils rotary under eléctrical ex- 
citement.

which fall in the extreme part of the 
ultra violet extension of the spectrum. 

We cannot assign a superior limit to the 
velocity of vibration, but may assume it as 
at least doubie that of yellow light. The in- 
ferior limit is known pretty detinitely to be 
460 degrees below the zero of the Fahrenheit 

.. Below that, nothing, not even mat- 
ter, ab we understand it; for about all the 
properties of matter appear to be functions 
of different rates of molecular vibration, and 
these depend upon temperature. Above that 
limit -we have heat as a repulsive force 
which keeps asunder the particles of mat- 
ter, as attraction is the force that draws 
them together; and between the two the 
ever changing yet ever constant equilibrium 
of nature is preserved. Hence it may be in- 
ferred that when the one force

Spectrum analysis. 


(Dumas) was born in the year 1800. It is that 
the vegetable kingdom accumulates force, as 
potential energy, while the-office of the ani- 
mal structure is to expend it. The vegetable 
kingdom, as a whole, uses about 1 per cent 
of the energy of solar force received by the 
earth in changing inorganic material into 
more complex .organic compounds, which 
thus become depositories of stores of solar 
force in the shapes of fuel and food, that are 
decomposed back into the more simple forms 
by the animal structure. The amount of ex- 
ternal or muscular and internal or vital work 
(the two are estimated to be about equal in 
quantity) performed by the human organism 
recently has been investigated closely, and 


consumed as fuel, the only element of uncer-

and intellectual effort. Hence no such efforts 
truly can be said to be wasted, because the

The “ cell,” a structure having walls which 
are differently constructed from the inclosed 
material, also having a nucleus, is widely re- 
garded as the unit of organic life. But re- 
cent study with the aid of the best micro- 
scopes shows that the more or less complicat- 


structureless substance called protoplasm 
Dolbear describes it as homo- 
geneous, and as undifferentiated as to parts 
as is a solution of starch or the albumen of 
an egg, but minute portions of it possess all 
the distinctive fundamental properties that 
are to be seen im the largest and most com- 
plicated livink structures. It has the power 
of organizing dead food into matter like it- 
self, and the ability to move. Also 
it possesses sensitivity, or has the 
ability to respond to external con- 
ditions. It is composed of many atoms of 
carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, and nitrogen, 
with a small addition of sulphur and phos- 
phorus. There are more than a thousand 
atoms in each molecule, and what are called 
the cells and tissues of animals and plants 
are only the fundamental properties of the 
protoplasm out of. which they have been 
built—thrown into prominence by a kind of 
division of labor. The latest scientific view 
of the subject is in accordance with the cell 
theory of Virchow, that the animal body 18 
bullt‘Gp of a vast number of cells, which con- 
stitute virtually a republ‘c, each acting in- 
stinctively its own way, and not under one 


traitors among them constantly working for 
the destruction of the organism as a whole, 
as well as the patriotic ones who fight for 
the preservatiom of the union. Perhaps the 
investigators yet will arrive at the interest- 
ing conclusion that the oft waged combats 
between these contending parties, resulting 
in the extinction of millions on both sides of 
the fray, are as essential to good health in 
the general organism as is external opposi- 
tion to the development of the individual 
and political agitation to the welfare of a 
people. There now is no doubt that the bac- 
teria, which up to a few years ago were 
uniformly alluded to as inimical to all other 
organisms, really do far more good 
than harm in the great scheme of nature, 
though they may not be entitled to credit for 
good intentions in the matter. It is certain 
that many of the processes of fermentation 
and decomposition which are made available 
for human comfort and convenience could 
not be carried on without the exertions of 
the bacteria, and that they thus should rank 
in our estimation much the same as do other 
created things; which work primarily for 
their own preservation and comfort, and in- 
cidentally do geod or harm to others, as the 
case may be. It might be said of the bacillus 
or bacterium that, like fire, ft 
servant but a bad master. 

The spectroscope is an invention of the 
present century, and its employment has. 
led to an astonishing addition to our knowl- 
edge of the constitution of matter, especial- 
ly in other masses of matter than The earth. 
Newton dispersed a ray of light by causing 
it to pass through a glass prism more than 
200 years ago, and the study of the subject 
was taken up by several other philosophers 
of that time. But it was not till aboyt the 
beginning of this century that the founda- 
tion of spectroscopy was laid by Dr. Wol- 
laston, when he made the beam of light to 
pass through a narrow slit before it reached 
the prism and saw the resulting familiar 
ribbon of seven colors to be crossed by a 
number of dark lines. About the year 1814 
Frauenhofer, a German optician, mapped 
out the positions of 576 of these lines and 
designated some of the more prominent by 
the first eight letters of the alphabet. The 
number of lines in the solar spectrum now is 
known to be many thousands and some of 
them are double, a fact which amounts to 
more than a mere matter of detail; but all 
that has been done since the days of Frau- 
enhofer does not render less brilliant his 
discovery that the light coming from sev- 
eral fixed stars gives arrangements of lines 
which differ from those noted in the sun- 
light. This was accepted as a conclusive 
answer to the carping suggestion that the 
dark lines in the solar spectrum are caused 


atmosphere. This really was the second 
and perhaps the most important step in the 
spectrum analysis, which since has become 
one of the grandest branches of research, 
opening the eyes of mortals to the greatest 
of scientific truths and placing in their 
hands a divining rod with which to explore 
the most hidden mysteries of earth and 
heaven. It has told us what are the prin- 
cipal chemical components of stars, comets, 
and nebule, showing in them identities and 
differences which have given invaluable aid 
in the construction of a scientific history of 
the creative process, and, besides that, have 
wondrously alded in the study of earth 
chemistry.

The list of these 
planetoids promises to be increased to nearly 
half a thousand by the ¢lose of next year. In 
1846 the discovery of Neptune marked one of 
the grandest achievements of mathematical 
astronomy, the existence of the planet and 
its then place among the stars having been 
ascertained by a study of apparent irregu- 
larities in the movements of Uranus. This 
discovery widened out by two-thirds the 
lineal magnitude of the planetary system 
which is known to have our sun for its eom- 
mon focus. The next year Neptune was 
found to be attended by a moon. In 1848 
an eighth satellite was discovered in the 
Saturnian system, and a ninth was added to 
the list about three months ago, if there be 
no mistake as to the meaning of a mark seen 
on a photograph taken at Arequipa, Peru. 
In 1877 Mars was found to be attended by 
two moons, one of which presents the 
hitherto unexplained anomaly of moving 
round the planet in much less time than that 
of the planet's axial rotation. And within 
this decade a fifth moon of Jupiter has been 
picked up.“ which swings around the enor- 
mous mass of the primary in about twelve 
hours. On the other hand, the number of | 
satellites in attendance on Uranus has deen, 
reduced from six supposed to four known. 

The stars, formerly described as fixed,” 
have been examined and classified with ref- 
erence to color, apparent magnitude, and 
variability, and the positions of nearly all 
except the faint ones measured and mapped 
out, while the measures, made at widely 
sundered intervals of time, have revealed 
the important fact that many of those ob- 
jects are in motion. and suggested it as high- 
ly probable that all are 60. Furthermore, a 
considerable percentage are found to be 
“double,” consisting of two objects close 
together, and not a few of the number are 
multiple. Sir William Herschel, whose 
astronomical work was nearly bisected by 
the year 1800, enumerated about 500 doubles. 
But many of them are 60 far apart that the 
_lynx-eyed observers of today doubt the pro- 


priety of so designating them, and have in- 


creased the list of close doubles to many 
thousands. Doubtless a large proportion of 
these objects are only optically double, but in 
a great number of cases it is not only found 
that the two are swinging around each other, 
as do the earth and moon, with measured 
pace, but the periods are computed, and in 
a few instances the mass (weight) is known 
with a far greater approximation to accu- 
racy than the Unear magnitude is known. 
Some of these periods are measured by only 
a few days, While in others a single period 
occupies centuries of time. It is considered 
probable that our sun and Jupiter form a 
double star system, and they, with Saturn, 
form a triple star, to observers situated at 
appropriate stellar distances from us, if any 
such there be, so that our solar system is 
one member of an immense brotherhood, 
though Dr. See thinks there are some reasons 
for regarding it as a probable exception. 


| Photography. 

Photography is a most important ald to 
astronomical work. The art belongs to te 
present century, It was known as much as 
700 years ago that the chloride of silver 
blackens on exposure to the sunlight, a 
Priestly, Scheele, and others experimente 
with it, but none of them could fix the im- 
ages thus obtained. How to do that was 
not known till sixty years ago, when NWpee 
and Daguerre in France and Talbot in Eng- 
lahd discovered the method. To the Amer- 
ican, Dr. Draper, is due the credit of show- 
ing how portraits could be taken from life. 
It would be difficult to name a branch of 
science which does not make use of pho- 
tography. The first known photograph of a 
fixed star was taken in this country, about 
1850, and it was not till several years after- 
wards that the chemical processes were de- 
veloped sufficiently to permit the obtaining 
of star photographs having any scientific 
value. Now, however, there are many ob- 
servatories at which this department of 
work is a leading feature, and several as- 
tronomers devote their attention almost ex- 
clusively to it. Views of the moon, pictures 
of sun spots and prominences, and of mark- 
ings on the surfaces of planets, showing a 
pleasing minuteness of detail, have been 
obtained, and at the latest transit of Venus, 
in 1882, many highly satisfactory plates were 
obtained, each showing the position of the 
planet on the sun at & known instant of 
time. These positions were measured subse- 
quently at leisure, the work being used as a 
basis for computation of the distance be- 
tween the earth and the sun. 

Sets of apparatus have been Invented and 
used fot measuring the quantity of heat 
given out by a celestial'pbject, the intensity 
of the light emitted by it, etc. It has been 
proven that the sun is intensely hot, as pre- 
viously stated, that the fixed stars are nec- 
essarily so, that the spectroscope can give 
us little information respecting the planets, 
as they shine by reflected light, and that we 
can judge as to thelr habitability only by 


when Buffon essayed to write about planet- 
ary temperatures, 
A great increase in the power and effi- 
ciency of the instrumental appliances of the 
observatory, chief among which is the tele- 
scope, has made possible much of the as- 
tronomic work. Such {ncreased efficiency 
has been gained only by taking advantage of 
the improvements successively made in the 
arts. Nearly all the really good instruments 
of today belong to the last fifty years, with 
the exception of the Rosse reflector, finished 
in 1846, Lassel having broken his with a ham- 
mer several years sine in disgust at the 
lack of appreciation exhibited by the world. 
of astronomical workers of that day. Chi- 
cago is entitled to the honor of beginning! 
and ending thus far. in the purchase and use 
of big refractors. She took the one of 184 
inches aperture made by Alvan Clark in 
1861, a great improvement on any that pre- 
ceded it, and recently she has taken the one 
of 40 inches aperture (the Yerkes), which is 
the culmination of all the improvements in 
manufacture that were made in the interim. 
Bigger and better telescopes than any known. 
before also have been made in other coun- 
tries, they excelling in reflectors; but a re- 
flector of 60 inches diameter now is in process 
of construction for the Yerkes Observatory, 
and the telescope promised to be exhibited 
at the Paris exposition is expected to prove 
the crowning glory of the century in this 
particular. There has been a smaller gain 
in construction of transit telescopes, 
those used in measuring the right ascensions 
and declinations of celestial objects as they 
pass the meridtan. During the century the 
number of observatories has grown from a 
few to nearly 300 more or less public ones 
and a host of others called private. It 
was not untH 1824 that the first attempt was 
made to establish an observatory in the 
United States.

on the sea. A hundred years ago this hard-

mit a good observation. This is due to the 
labors of astronomers. And their work is 
vitally useful in the determination of land 
boundaries. The meridians for land survey 
in the United States, on which depend the 
titles to a vast aggregate of small areas, 
are established astronomically; and the 
pending dispute over the boundary between 
dux possessions and those of the British in 
the far Northwest of this continent may 
have to be submitted to arbitrament by ob- 
‘servations of the stars. 

Great advances have been made in the 
‘mathematics of astronomy. The size and 
‘shape of the earth, which furnishes the base 
lines for measurement of other cosmic mag- 
nitudes, the distances of the sun and other 


| celestial bodies, the changes in position of 


any one body due to perturbations by other 
masses, and the mean motions of those 
‘which are most important to us, all Rave 
been studied exhaustively, and in not a few 
cases new formule devised and extensive 
tables computed for the better treatment of 
the problems presented in the tnvestigation. 
In other respects great progress can be re- 
ported. The differential and integral cal- 
culus has been simplified and extended. 
‘quaternions invented, the exact values of 
! physical constants determined, and ap- 
plication made of mathematical formulx 
to almost numberless processes in the arts, 
these including the destructive ones of war 
as well as the construcfive ones of peace.

Use of Steam, 


The long previously known expansive force 
of steam was put to practical use near Lon- 
don in the last half of the seventeenth 
century, and condensing engines, chiefly for 
pumping water. were in use all through the 
eighteenth century, the first steam engine 
worthy of the name being patented in 1795. 
The high pressure, non-condensing engine 
was devised in 1779. Thus the history of 
steam power in this century is not so much 
one of origination as of development, much 
of which has been in the direction of increas- 
ing the quantity of power gained from the 
combustion of a unit weight of fuel. This 
been effected by reducing friction and 
leakage to a minimum, introducing tubes 
into the boilers, jacketing to minimize loss of 
by radiation, using the cut-off,” by 
which steam is not admitted into the cylin- 
der during the whole length of the stroke, 
ng hfgher pressure and greater piston 
speed, and making the steam do other work 
it has left the first cylinder. Great 
Baving also has been effected by more 
thorough combustion of the fuel, which is 
effected by regulating the supply of coal and 
pair to the furnace, the down draft“ being 
one Of the latest processes to be extensively 
adopted. There is still, bowever, a vast per- 
centage of heat lost, and some of, the fuel by 
passing up the smokestack, and there are 
other losses by radiation, besides the heat 
necessarily expended in overcoming the co- 
hesion of the liquid while the water is 
passing into the vapor form, Even with the 
best of engines only one-eighth of the power 
actually stored up in fuel is utilized in the 
performance of actual work, and generally 
the power obtained is less. 
The application of steam power to the 
propulsion of machinery brought about a 
revolution in the use of coal. Before 100 
years ago the consumption of coal was insig- 
nificant. Anthracite was unused for do- 
mestic purposes in the United States till 
1808, thoug it had been employed by a few 
blacksmiths and gunsmiths for nearly forty 
years before that. In former times people 
used wood in their fron furnaces and in the 
conversion of tron Into steel as well as for 
house warming and cooking. It now is being 
cons in all these operations so exten- 
sively that already the question is being agi- 
tated what the inhabitants of the British 
Isles will do 200 years from now, when their 
veins of coal, it is estimated, all have been 
worked down to the lowest practicable 
depths, if not worked out. The supply of 
coal f pe abundant in the United States, in 
e. on to the populatlon, that it must 
be several centuries hence before our suc- 
¢cessors are confronted with the same prob- 
fem. though the consumption is rapidly in- 
reasing each year, while there is no present 
— of the supply. The sunlight is not 
now being bottled into coal in this country, 
hough doubtless many fresh beds are to be 
iscoyered and some of our swamp lands of 
today may be coal beds in future ages. 
alone has eased labor's yoke so won- 
derfully that its value to humanity cannot 
be calculated. It is estimated that its appli- 
cation to machinery of all kinds has more 
than trebled men's working power, shorten- 
ing his working day while enormously in- 
creasing the pfoduct of his labor. There is 
scarcely a department of labor which steam 
has not invaded. It propels steamships, 
drives locomotives, whirls factory wheels, 
plows land, reaps and thrashes grain, prints 
books; and newspapers, runs sewing ma- 
chineg, bakes bread, launders clothing—in 
‘short, does a thousand things whicha few 
years ago were possible only to skilled 
manual labor, or entirely impossible. Count- 
less machines are propelled by other means 
than steam. Electricity has been, or is 
being, harnessed to them, and 80 is com- 
pressed air. Marvelous is all this in view 
of the fact that even in the simplest form 
many of the greatest labor-saving machines 
had not come into existence a century ago. 
Elias Howe's boon to woman, the sewing 
machine, was not patented until Sept. 10, 
1846. Today there are 700,000 sewing ma- 
chines made each year in the United States 
alone. These are used in factory as well as 
in home. There are machines for sewing on 
buttons, for making buttonholes, for mak- 
ing shoes, hats, corsets, gloves, pocket- 
rubber and elastic

The development of the steam engine into 
a machine that would do useful work more 
cheaply than the same-work could be per- 
formed by hand gave the great stimulus to 
the production 
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may be said to have been in the machinery 
for cotton manufacture. With the setting 
in of the railroad era, made possible only 
by successive improvements in iron and 
steel production, came a vast increase in 
consumption, and then followed the wide 
employment of steam on the ocean, this suc- 
ceeded by the building of iron ships, iron 
bridges, and late, if not latest, the construc- 
tion of steel edifices rivaling the tower of 
Babel in height. The invention of Sir Henry 
Bessemer in 1856 whereby the method of 
producing steel was revolutionized is re- 
garded as one of the greatest inventions in 
the, whole history of the world. Before the 
Bessemer process for its conversion steel 
was produced only by severe manual labor, 
and it was both costly and rare. In 1860 the 
Siemens regenerating furnace was com- 
pleted, and in 1880 the Gilchrist-Thomas, or 
basic process of making steel from iron. con- 
taining phosphorus, was invented. These, 


together with numerous other modifications | 


and improvements of the Bessemer process, 
have combined with it to make this an era 
of steel. 

The production of copper has made tre- 
mendous strides, largely because the metal 
is an excellent conductor of electric force. 
Although its price is only half what it was 
a quarter of a century ago its output is 
more than thirteen times as great.

The enormous increase in production of 
precious metals is partly consequent upon 
the, opening of new countries to exploration, 
but it is largely due to the discovery of new 
chemical processes for effecting their 
separation from baser materials and to the 
imtroduction of wonderfully efficient mining 
machinery. Among such results are an in- 
creasing by two-thirds or more of the total 
coined and uncoined gold and silver known” 
to be in the world, and a halving of the value 
even of gold, as measured in the units of 
human labor required to procure it, the re- 
duction in value being still greater in the 
case of silver. It is interesting to note 
here that Comstock’s Mineralogy, published 
as late as 1837, names Georgia and the Caro- 
linas as embracing the principal areas in the 
United States in which gold is found. This 
is not strange to those who remember that 
the first discovery of gold in CaMfornia by 
white men was not made till 1848, and that 
the Pike’s Peak excitement occurred eleven 
years later. 

Aluminium, the lightest metal known, 18 
a discovery of the nineteenth century. It 
was known to chemists in the form of a fine 
powder some time before they succeeded in 
making it amalgamate. At last, in 1854, 
Sainte Clair Deville produced the metal, but 
the process —— 80 costly that a single pound 
was worth §200, Trying again, Deville was 
able to obtain aluminium at a cost of §8 
a pound. Not until 1889 was the new metal 
inexpensive enough to be really serviceable. 
Then Charies M. Hall of Oberlin, O., patent- 
ed the process by which it is now being made 
at a cost of less than 50 cents a pound. 
Aluminium bids fair to rival, at no distant 
day, iron and steel in the construction of 
many things. Already Germany and France 
have several aluminium torpedo boats, and 
in Germany there are two army corps 
equipped with aluminium, which is used 
everywhere in the soldiers’ ulpment in- 
stead of heavier metals, to the relief of 
man and horse. 

Petroleum was known to the ancienta, but 
its commercial and economic importance is 
entirely a matter of the last forty years. 
Not until) 1850, when oil was struck at a 
depth of sixty-nine and one-half feet on 
the banks of Oil Creek, a branch of the Al- 
legheny River, in Pennsylvania, was this 
valuable natural product turmed to advan- 
tage. Before the end of the year 1860 over 
2,000 wells had been sunk.’ Today the pro- 
duction of crudé petroleum amounts to 
80,000,000 barrels a year. This is used in in- 
numerable ways, and there is a constant 
in of petroleum products.’ 

ere there is petroleum, natural gas is 
found, but the gas in Pennsylvania was not 
put to use until nearly twenty years after 
the oil was first barreled. Even then its use 
did net become general. It was not until 
1884 that natural gas was piped to Pitts- 
burg for manufacturing and household pur- 
poses. Since then other rich gas fields have 
been discovered and the gas has been used 
so extravagantly that, in some cases, it is 
nearly exhausted. 

Until 1849, when Brunsen’s centrifugal fan 
was introduced into an English mine, the 
vital problem of mine ventilation was not 
effectually solved, aithough the furnace sys- 
tem, also an invention of the century, had 
been in use since 1820. The impure air, which 
made coal miners a sickly and stunted class, 
was not the only frightful feature of min- 
ing. Underground haulage was done by 
women and boys, who crawled through nar- 
row passages on their hands and knees. It 
was said that mules and ponies could not 
be used because the impure air made them 
mad, Not until 1845 did British legislation 
forbid such labor being done by human be- 
ings, As early as 1820 mechanical haulage 
underground had been tried by George 
Stephenson, but it, as well as mechanical 
winding, was attended by much danger. 
Hempen ropes and fron chains broke re- 
peatedly. In 1862 wire rope lessened the 
danger, which has since been almost over- 
dome by the use of strong steel rope. The 
greatest peril to threaten the miner has 
always been the explosion of flre-damp or 
other dangerous gases. Sir Humphrey 
Davy’s safety lamp. invented in 1816, was a 
boon which did away with much of the 
danger. Improvements have made it even 
more valuable, but it is being succeeded 
wherever possible, by the electric. lamp, 
which is absolutely safe. : 

Although well aware that at the min 
is handled by elaborate 
hoists it from the bowels of the earth and 
conveys it to the freight caf or collier, few 
people realize that there are powerful au- 
tomatic mechanisms which handle i else- 
where, It could not be otherwise in this 
age in which manual labor is universally 
yielding to that of thé machine. The frst 
attempt at automatic unloading was made 
in 1857, when an easily dumped and self. 
righting tub was invented. This enabled 
one man and a horse to handle twelve tons 
of coal a day whereas formerly six tons 
were all that a strong coal-heaver could 
manage. The automatic railway, a much 
later invention, unloads sixty tons in an 
hour. This is supplemented by a steam 
shovel which can shovel seventy tons an 
hour. Elevators and steam shovels are fre- 
quently used In loading ships.

It is predicted by the manufacturers of ma- 
ehine ice that it will entirely supersede 
river ice and lake ice.

In modes of traveling the century has seen 
strange and rapid changes. From the earli- 
est dawn of history rowing and sailing ves- 
sels have been in use. Yet at the beginning 
of the present century wind still stood for 
the acme of speed obtainable on the water, 
and it took months for a vessel to cross the 
Atlantic and days for a sailing packet to go 
from Boston to New York. In the latter 
part of the eighteenth century, prompted 
by the invention of the steam engine, men 
began to experiment with the new force. 
After repeated attempts, attended by fall- 
ures, the steamboat was a fact. In 1807 Ful- 
ton’s steamboat ran from New York to Al- 
bany in thirty-two hours, and not many 
Fears later, about 1815, small coasting steam 
ers were in use.

from Savannah, Ga., and after a voyage of 
twenty-five days reached Liverpool In 1838 
the Great Western made the voyage from 
Bristol to New York in fourteen days, and 
thus began the present system of ocean nav- 
igatiom Today a Cunarder crosses the ocean 
in less than a week. 

A hundred years ago, if not made in a 
sailing packet, the journey from New York 
to Boston was by a stage coach. It took six 
Gays to travel by stage from one of these 
towns to the other. There were no bridges 
over the large rivers, such as the Connecti- 
cut, 30 that passengers had to cross them by 


boat. Private carriages and horses were 


ferried over them, but often the horses were 
made to. swim, While the vehicle was floated 
at the stern of a canoe. Such traveling was 
not without danger. The first American 
turnpike was built in 1790 in Pennsylvania, 
and ten years later only three wagon roade 
connected the Atlantic coast with the coun- 
try west of the Alleghanies. But soon aft- 
erwards the government began the con- 
struction of goud roads, bullding one from 
Baltimore to St. Louis via Cincinnati, and 
another from Bangor to Houlton, Me. Agi- 
tation in favor of canals and other wagon 
roads was un in 1807, a most important 
result being the construction of the Erie 
Canal, begun in 1816 and finished in 1825. . 
The experiments of Oliver Evans in the 
new world and of Trevithick and Vivian in 
the old world, in the early years of the 
eentyry, led to the production of the locomo- 
tive of 1829, with which George Stephenson 
and his son Robert astonished the world at 
the opening of the Liverpool and Manchester 
railway. Then was the modern rafiroad 
born. In America the Baltimore and Ohio 


railroad was opened in 1830. It was only 


fourteen miles in length and was operated by 
horse power, but the next year the company 
purchased an American locomotive. The 
first locomotive of American manufacture 
was placed upon the South Carolina raii- 
road, ten miles long, in December, 1880. 
There were about 1,000 miles of raiiroad in 
the United States in 1836 when the Inos 
Legislature incorporated the Galena and 
Chicago Union,“ and the construction of the 
line was not begun till 1847. By the end of 
that year only 5,206 miles of railroad had 
been bullt in the whole United States, the 
panic of 1837 having paralyzed commercial 
enterprise for several years. | 
The discovery of gold in California gave a 
powerful impetus to the bullding of railroads 
East and West, though connection with the 
Pacific slope was not made till 1869. Chicago 
was first connected with the Bast by rail in 
1852, so that it is less than à half century 
since this city began to be a railrodd center. 
The movement to build railroads was stead- 
ily resisted by the leading governments of 
the continent of Europe till they were forced 
to yleld to the popular pressure ih their 
favor. Von Nagler in Prussia and Thiers 
in France both declared they did not see how 
the railroad could compete with the stage 
coach. and intimated a belief that the change 
would not materially increase the amount of 
travel. 
The railroad, however, has come to stay, 
and it is a distinct product of the civilization 
of the nineteenth century. It has invaded 
all lands, even the dark continent of 
Africa, the convict smitten wastes of 81 
beria, and the hitherto closely secluded 
“ Flowery Kingdom.“ Today there are rail 
ways in every civilized country in the world 
and in some that are still uncivilized—the 
total railway mileage of the world being 
364,310. If placed continuously the railroad 
tracks of the world would reach 115,450 miles 
farther than it is from the earth to the moon. 
And 100 years ago there was not a mile of 
railroad in the whole world. Says Thomas 
Curtis Clark in the American Railway: 
Railways have so cheapened the cost of 
transportation that, while a load of wheat 
loses all of its value being hauled 100 miles 
on a common road, meat and flour enough to 
supply one man @ year can be hauled 1,500 
— from ee 2 to the Last for one

It is. impossible to estimate how much the 
history of the human race has been changed 
as a direct consequence of the introduction 
The 
tide of immigration had set in from Europe 
to this continent, and from our Atlantic 
shores still towards the West, Australia 
was discovered, and Africa partially ex- 
plored without the aid of steam. But the 
processes were slow, suggesting the rate at 
which the Mormons pushed their hand-carts 
over the plains compared with the speed at 
which tmmigrants are whirled across the 
continent today. Probably the five and a 
quarter millions of inhabitants of the then 
United States at the ~‘ beginning of 
this century would not have in- 
creased to 30,000,000 now but for 
the ald furnished by the iron horse im spread- 
ing over the land and in transporting the 
products of the soil to help feed and clothe 
the peoples of the old world. How the lat- 
ter would have managed to live without the 
supplies thus obtained is a'serious question. 

Every line of railroad now has its accom- 
panying bundle of electric wires, the pulsa- 
tions of which carry the thoughts and de- 
sires, and transmit news. of the actions of 
many millions of human heings. The tele- 
phone and the mails supplement these fa- 
cilities and enable intelligent people to com- 
municate with each other in ways which 
were not dreamed of a few generations ago, 
and connection between continents and 18- 
lands the most remote is established by 
means of the numerous ocean cables which 
carry waves of human thought by means of 
waves of electric rotation of molecules 
through the otherwise 8 globiger- 
mal mud that covers the floors of primeval 
oceans. 

The bicycle, the tricycl¢, and the auto- 
mobile, although smaller and less strik- 
ing than locomotive and steamship, are 
wonders of invention and mechanism. Abor- 
tive experiments at locomotion having at 
bottom some of the principles of the bicycle 
of today began in the eighteenth century, 
but not until the invention of the safety 
bicycle in 1883 were bicycle makers really 
successful. Since its introduction its use 
has become almost universal. Men, women, 
and children ride it for business and for 
pleasure. The most remarkable thing about 
the bicycle is the extremely low cost at 
which it is produced. One hundred years 
ago, even if it had been invented, the bicycle 
of today would have consumed years in 
its manufacture and have cost thousands 
of dollars. But triumphant modern machin- 


ery propelled by steam and electricity exe-

Still more rapid has been the progress 


of the automobile which ten years ago was 
regarded by all save machinists as a clumsy 
impossibility. It is now coming steadily 
into use for purposes of draft and travel 
wherever the roads permit it. 

Beginning with the introduction of springs 
by Obadiah Elliot in 1804, the first quar- 
ter of the century saw rapid improvements 
and inventions in carriage making. Many 
strange and fantastic vehicles came into 
vogue—the “perch-high phaeton,“ the 


„ suicide,” curricles, gigs, and whiskies. The

buggy, an American invention, dates from 


this period. Machinery for carriage and 
wagon building soon made vehicles of all 
sorts wonderfully inexpensive. Today there 


are special ones for nearly every purpose, 


low or high in price, to suit the buyer. They 


are turned out by the thousand by the great 


factories of the United States and Eng- 


Prior to 1813 when one was built in New 
York there was not a street railway in 


the world. Cable cars were introduced in 


1873 in San Francisco and the first success- 
ful electric trolley was not in operation 
until 1881, when Siemens & Halske built 
one in Germany. New as the horse car is 
it has been superseded by the cable car, 


which in turn is giving way to the electric . 
car. In large cities underground and ele- 


vated railways are relieving streets con- 
gested by traffie. These are the most re- 
markable varieties of the street railway 
and the construction of their roadways. 
has called for the display of wonderful 
feats of engineering. In London the un- 
derground railways tunnel the city from 
end to end and form great arteries of travel. 


They go under dwellings and churches, face — 


tories and shops, rivers and parks, and 
furnish rapid transit at all hours of the day 


and night. 


The cantilever, the suspension, and the 
tubular bridges are inventions of the age. 
In the latter quarter of the eighteenth 
century the first iron bridge waserected. It 
was made of cast-iron, having a rise of forty- 
five feet and a span of 100 feet over the Stv- 
ern River in Shropshire, England. Other 
cast-tron bridges were soon built; then 
foflowed the use of wrought-iron for the 
arches, but not until the introduction of 
structural steel did the great hanging 
highings peculiar to this century come into 
existence, Structural steel is strong in 
proportion to weight, and is cheap and 
durable. The first suspension bridge was 
built in North Wales, over Menai Straits.‘ 
It was six years in building, being completed 
in 1826, and it cost £20,000. The largest sus- 
pension bridge in the world is the Brooklyn 
bridge, which has a clear water way of 
1,505% feet. It was begun in 1870 and opened 
for traffic in 1883. Its cost was $15,500,000. 
Each cable contains 5,296 parallel galvanized 
steel oll- coated wires, closely wrapped into 
a solid cylinder 15% inches in diameter. The 
permanent weight suspended from these 
cables is 14,680 tons. The towers of this 
bridge are about 200- feet high and its 
anchorages contain fifty-six cubic rds of 
masonry. More people ctoss Brooklyn 
bridge each day than any other bridge in 
the world. 

The Forth bridge, bullt on the cantilever 
principle, was opened in 1890. It is the 
largest spanned bridge in the world, its 
longest span being 1,710 feet. Its total 
length, including 


anchorages and ap- 
proaches, is 8,008 feet. The highest eleva- 
tion of the bridge is 361 feet over the piers. 
In its construction, which took seven years, 
51.000 tons of steel were used, and its erec- 
tion gave employment to as many as 5,000 
men at one time and cost fifty-six lives. 

One great characteristic of the age is the

substitution in almost every department of 


industry of machine for hand labor. This 
has revolutionized methods of cutting. 
solid rock. It is astonishing how 
much rock-cutting has to be done. Rail- 
ways, canals, tunnels, and mining all call 
for such labor, and its arduousness used to 
cost many livesand consume years. A Mex- 
ican tunnel which pierced the Nochistegno 
ridge is said to have killed more than 100,000 


men. The methods by which solid rocks 


are penetrated in the sinking of shafts for 
or in the driving of tunnels, drifts, 
headings, galleries, or cuttings for rallroads 
are usually simple. Holes are formed in the 
rock by means of a machine called a jumper. 
the holes are then filled with explosive ma- 
terials, a slow match is adjusted, the work- 
men retire to a safe distance while the ex- 
plosion takes place, returning to clear away 
the débris. But there have been invented 
powerful machines which demolish solid 
rock as easily and rapidly as a hungry child 
devours gingerbread. Such is the com- 
pressed air rock drill, which came into use 
about 1865. By their means great tunnels 
such as the Mount Cenis and the St. Gothard 
have been made at a far less cost and ina 
shorter time than would have been possible 
only a few years earlier. The St. Gothard 
tunnel, the longest in the world, is nine and 
a half miles in length, and cost $7,300,000. 
The Hoosac, begun only seventeen years be- 
fore the St. Gothard, although only five 
miles in length, cost $16,000,000, and. was 
twenty years in building. This is because 
a large part of the work on the Hoosac was 
done by hand or with poor machinery. 
Greater difficulty was encountered in tun- 
neling through soft earth or clay than in 
rock boring, for the material would clog the 
excavation already made. Beach of 
New York overcame this trotible by the in- 
vention of the hydraulic shield. which was 
used in the railroad tunnel under the St. 
Clair River at Port Huron, completed in 1800, 
Ot the 6,000 feet of ifs length, 2,300 are un- 
der the river bottom, which is soft blue clay.

He would appear to have 
been actuated by a desire to give a job toa 
political friend who could not stand the test 
of a civil service examination. Just before 
the last city election the Mayor said that he 


had become a believer in the merit system.

MAYOR HARRISON ON RULE. 
In the current number of the Saturday 


Evening Post of Philadelphia the Mayor 


of Chicago tells what he knows and thinks 
about “ The Misgovernment of the Mod- 
ern City.” Mayor Harrison makes no rev- 
elations and offers no new cures for 
municipal evils, but he discusses the sub- 
ject intelligently and forcibly. Like every | 
other man who has etudied the question, he 
finds the primary cause of corruption in 
the indifference of voters. The cure, he 
thinks, is education. “I confess,” he says, 
“that after more than two years’ man- 
agement of the affairs of the most rapidly 
growing municipality in this country I fear 
for the character of future municipal gov- 
ernment if education of the masses does not 
progress more rapidly than it has.” He 
contends for the teaching of civic duties 
in the public schools, beginning in ‘the 
seventh and eighth grades, and crowding 
out some of the fancy fads to make room 
for the new branch. 

That public apathy is the root of the 
evil none will deny, but that civic 
patriotism can be* taught in the schools 
is not so sure. Certainly education alone 
is no cure for apathy, for educated men 
as a class are less in evidence at the 
primaries than the uneducated. The 
trouble is that corrupt men have a definite 
motive for giving their time to politics, 
while the masses of indifferent men, 
whether educated or not, cannot be made 
to believe that they have such a motive. 
It requires some tremendous outrage like 
the passing of the iniquitous Allen Jaw 
to arouse the people. Mayor Harrison says 
the Allen law episode has resulted in the 
first honest Council known in Chicago in 
the last twenty-five years. Yet this is 
no surety for the character of future Coun- 
cils. If practical lessons like the traction 
grab are not remembered, there is little 


reason to hope that school lessons will be. 


The immediate sources of bad municipal 
legislation named by Mayor Harrison are 
the Legislatures and the corporations. The 
city voters, through their inattention, send 
to the Legislatures the “spawn of the munic- 
ipality.” The country voters, through their 
prejudices, send as their representatives 
men who are willing to shift as many un- 
just burdens as they can upon the city. 
Then comes the corporation lobbyist, with 
his offers of bribes, and allies the corrupt 
wits of the eity -representat: ves with the 
unjust prejudices of the farmer-legislator 
--to the pecuniary profit of his corporation 
and the lasting injury of the people in city 
The corrupt legislation 


and country alike.

He was en- 
tirely correct when he said it was an imper- 
tinence for the university to try to push 
down a course of study upon the high 
schools. The first function of the high 
school is as a finishing school and not as a 
preparatory. It is the poor man’s college. 
If there is any solid basis for maintaining 
the high school 1 — public taxes it is this. 
It the fortunate few who go to college can 
prepare themselves in the public high school 
well and good, but this is not the object for 
which the school is maintained. Whatever 
bending may be necessary to make connec- 
tions between the high school course and the 
college curriculum, it must come from the 
college and not from the other. There 
should be no warping of the high school for 
any such purpose. The course should be as 
symmetrically rounded as a college course. 
Over three-fourths of the high school gradu- 
ates never go to college. There can be no 
gurer way of arousing hostility to the high 
school than by making it primarily an ad- 
juact to ae callege or univ ersity.

The most remarkable feature of her state- - 
ment is the great number of clubs in the 
federation over which she presides. In 


clubs, with 132,023 members. New York } 
takes the lead with 196, followed by Illinois | 
with 185, lowa 181, Ohio 180, Kansas 124, 
Massachusetts 123, and Colorado 104. 
These are the seven leading States in the 
list, and it is a little remarkable that four 
Western States should exceed Massachu- 
setts, which is so largely busied with reform 
movements. In addition to the thirty State 


505 independent clubs jn the general federa- 
tion, and the number is constantly increas- 
ing. j 

The number of clubs in the large cities is 
also interesting. Chicago and the old City 
of New York have 32 each, but Brooklyn 
has 28, which gives Greater New York 60, 
as compared with this city’s 32.

Louis 11, Washington 10, San Francisco 6,

well has been sunk at the Gas Well. 


intersection of Blackford, 

Jay, and Delaware Counties, which may be 
the means of rejuvenating the Indiana gas 
field; The ordinary gas well is only about 
900 or 1,000 feet deep, but this one is 3,500 
daes. and has tapped an immense reservoir 
under the Lancaster stratum of Trenton 
rock. Since the well has been drilled the 
company owning it has taken up its eight 
and ten inch mains and is now laying a 
twelvye-inch line and is securing leases 
throughout that entire district. It is be- 
lieved that practically a new field of gas has 
been found just below the old layer. The 
Journal says of it: 

It is a well-known fact that gas exists in a 
layer just below the Trenton rock. When a hole 
is bored through the Trenton stratum the gas 
escapes. This being the cage, it is doubtless true 
it can also be found beneath the second Lan- 
caster layer. This second stratum of gas, being 

rock, gets the name from the conditions that 
exist at Lancaster, O. Here there are a number 
of good gas wells with excellent pressure, and 
in which the gas was found below the second 
Trenton stratum. This being true in Ohio it Is 
doubtless the same here, as the Ohio and Indiana 
gas and oil fields are identical, The outcome of 
other wells will be watched with interest, and if 
the ¢ondition is general over the present gas belt 
it is more than probable that the Indiana gas 
belt will take another boom and a new lease on 
life 15 will startle the world.

In a recent number of the Independent 
Professor Simon Newcomb states that, al- 
though philosophers like James of Harvard 
and Sidgwick of Cambridge, England, be- 
liey¢ that some minds can see what is going 
on in others without using the ordinary 
channels of sense, nothing has yet been 
proved that cannot be explained by blun- 
ders, or errors of memory, or coincidences, 
or the omission of essential facts, The pro- 
fessor compares the methods of believers in 
‘telepathy with those of physicists, and 
‘shows that, while the latter make definite 
statements about their discoveries, explain- 
ing the conditions requisite for the success 
of their experiments, all that the telepa- 
thists do is to add a few more to the long list 
of wonderful unexplained occurrences which 
are recorded in the history of all ages. 

It may be urged by telepathists that a 
harſl headed, unimaginative astronomer 
and mathematician is not a competent judge 
of the cases of thought transference which 
they have collected. This objection cer- 
| tainly cannot be sustained in Neweomb's 
‘ease, Within the last few decades the 
grentest mathematicians have had abun- 
dant use for the faculty of a mathematical 
‘imagination compared to which the te- 
lepathlst' s tales appear the silliest bunglings 
of an ignorant peasant. Never before in 
‘the history of science have mathematicians

Now that it has rid itself of 
its impossible stadium it can coneentrate 
upon the festival proper, It has none too 
much time for this. It must be up and 
doing. Rather than have a half-breed affair 
it would be wiser to drop the whole project 
until another year. 

There will be no public mourning over the 
abandonment of the stadium. While it 
lived it was a glittering bubble, but it was 
never anything else, If it had had any- 
thing to recommend it it would not have 
been kicked about from one locality to an-

SUMMER DISASTERS. 

It seems to be a sad and inevitable de- 
cree of fate that every summer a certain 
number of victims should be sacrificed in 
the name of pleasure, in the waters of 
some lake resort, or in our own Lake 
Michigan.

People always find a peculiar 
pathos and irony in such disasters, com- 
ing as they do to those who are merely 
seeking entertainment. It was all 80 
“ needless,” they say, and so much more 
regrettable than if the victims were more 
worthily employed in the performance * 
their duties. 

But this is not the most deplorable shake 
of the subject, for pleasure is as legitimate 
as work. The unbearable feature in many 
cases lies in the fact that the accident is 
often the result of the victim’s own care- 
lessness. Warnings are useless. Human 
nature will always find piquancy in tempt- 
ing providence and pushing fearlessness to 
the point of foolhardiness, It would be 
well, however, if with the summer equip- 
ment could go a few sage articles about the 
windows of discretion. 


| & JEWISH RELIGIOUS DAILY. 

The address of the Rey. Charles M. 
Sheldon, author of “In His Steps,” at 
the recent international convention of the 
Christian Endeavor society, directed atten- 
tion to a so-called religious daily paper 
published in Canada. The statement that 
this was the only religious daily paper 
published was an error. There is a religious 
daily published in the United States that 
is more strictly religious than the Cana- 
dian daily. This is the Jewish Daily 
News, published in New York City, It 
is an eight-page paper, is issued every 
week day evening and Sunday morning, and 
has a guaranteed circulation of 36,000. The 
seven pages devoted to the news of the 


day are printed in Yiddish, while the one [ 


page devoted to Jewish topics and special 
features is printed in English. The Jew- 
ish Daily News would not meet the con- 
ditions outlined by Dr. Sheldon, and would 
certainly not meet with wide circulation 
among Christian people, at least not until 
the study of Yiddish should be introduced 
in the public schools and a generation 
of non-Jewish children bad been so in- 
structed in the language that they could 
read it. But the paper seems to meet Dr. 
Sheldon’s requirements in their ente 
to Jews. 

None of the other religious dailies ever 
issued in the United States has reached 
a circulation equal to that of the Jewish | 
This is, perhaps, due to the large 
number of Christian sects, and the feel- 
ing of denominational loyalty which 
prompts the members of each sect to take 


their denominational paper. This spirit of | 


loyalty is not so strong as it was years 
ago, and religious papers must now 
possess in themselves powers of attrac- 
tion other than that of representing their 
denomination. Failure to recognize this 
fact has been, perhaps, the chief cause of 


‘the decline in circulation and influence of 


many religious papers, and explains the 
w-despread impression that the religious 
paper was rapidly passing into a condition 
of innocuous desuetude. This is not the 
case, however, and during the last few 
years there has been a marked change and 
improvement, and the religious paper prom- 
ises to be as popular and influential in the 
future as it has ever been in the past. 
During this recent period of transforma- 
tion many religions papers have died out- 
right, some have been absorbed by others, 
and not a few have been born again. The 
enterprise of daily papers in gathering and 
presenting news had educated church 
people to demand in their religious papers 
news secular as well as religious, and that 
it be presented in short paragraphe as they 
find it in secular dailies. They also de- 
mand that the great questions of the day 
be discussed in religious papers broadly and 
fully as they are in secular papers. Re- 
kigious editors were slow to recognize these 
demands, but in course of time it was 
observed that the papers which met them 
were growing in favor and influence. Now 
nll the leading religious papers devote more 
or less attention to secular affairs and 
print a large amount of news of general 
interest. They not only print news, but 
they are adopting the methods of daily 
papers in securing it. It is a common thing 
nowadays for religious papers to get news 
by telegraph and even by cable. The 
Northwestern Christian Advocate of Ch:- 
engo has a standing request in its columns 
to “missionaries and other friends abroad 
to use the cable at the expense of the 
paper for exceptionally important news, 
which ought not to await ordinary trans- 
mission by letter,” and this request has on 
several occasions been complied with. 
The religious papers have also improved 
typographically and have not only followed 
the enterprising dailies in printing maga- 
zine articles but in the use of illustrations. 
Such progress in the religious weekly, 
and especially in the adoption of the secular 
features, added to the increasing atten- 
tion given to religious affairs by seculgr 
dailies, will doubtless prevent the carry- 
ing out of Mr, Sheldon’s scheme of a re- 
ligious daily, at least in the near ar future.
